It is within his power to arrest 
all offenders and bring them to speedy jus- 
tice in accordance with the provisions of the 
ordinance. It is highly amusing to listou 
and particularly to read that the ordinance 
should be amended so as to allow riding on 
sidewalks wheu the streets arc iu a muddy 
condition, just as if a law of this character 
could be enacled to be controlled by tho ele- 
ments.

regular meeting of the School Directors on 
Monday evening, tho 18th inst., was the 
fixing of tho tax rate for tho present year. 
With very little deliberation tho rate was 
fixed at 2J mills on the dollar, assessed val- 
uation. 
Tho rate last year was S mills on 


the dollar, and by the most rigid economy 
the Board was enabled to reduce its indebt- 
edness loss than $10. The individual who 
figured out sufficient funds upon the 2| mills 
basis to meet the expense-) of the Board has 
either made a gross error in his calculations 
or bus been guilty of the oftense, tritely ex- 
pressed in the slang metaphor of tho day, of 
"selling the School Board a gold brick." 


He reckoned his percentage upon the sum 


total of the assessed valuation iu tho borough, 
and to this added the total of the dollar, or 
occupation taxes, thus making occupations 
pay 55 cents plus $1, or $1 55, instead of $1 
flat as the law provides. 


Had the occupations assessments been de- 


ducted as should properly have been done 
before the calculation was made, the esti- 
mated receipts would have been about $135 
less than the showing made Monday evening 
and at the end of the present year the tieas- 
ury will have probably been run deeper in- 
to debt. 


A liberal estimate shows that the total re- 


ceipts of the Board for the ensuing year 
will be about $30 more than last, and tho 
expenses can hardly be less than last year, 
as repairs to the building arc sorely needed, 
and there will probably be more books pur- 
chased. This reduction of the tax rate ccr- 
tainly will not assist the Board to get out of 
debt, and was uncalled for by the people. 


The question naturally arises, how is this 


deficit to be prevented' The only sugges- 
tion thus far made is that the term be re- 
duced from nine to eight months. 


It is hatdly possible, in fact, it seems in- 


credible that this borough can take such a 
backward step. Are the children of the 
poor,the toilers of the field and of the shops, 
to be deprived of one month's schooling an- 
nually, and at the same time pay tho same 
tax as at present, while real estate owners 
reap the benefit, however slight, of the re- 
duced rate? And how much willthis 10- 
duced rate benefit them ' 


By the new rate the largest taxpayer in 


the borough will save about $1 80 annually. 


The alternative is a greater deficit at the 


end of the present year than now, which 
will necessitate the return to the old rate, 
or the adoption of a rate even higher than 
the old one.

Three Year Theory exploded. 


The return of shad [o tiie river the first 


year from their spawning has been proven 
from observation made by Manager Tolbert 
at the Bristol shad hatchery. The small 
shad were seen in the Delaware this year for 
ithe first time in tho history of the local fish- 
ermen. Last week it was noticed that large 
schools of small fish, on the up tide, would 
come in opposite the hatchery building to 
feed upon the defective eggs that pass into 
tho river. 
As soon as the tide changes they 


would return to deep water and not be seen 
until the following run. 
One of tbe fish was 


secured and put iu the hatchery aquariums 
for examination where it was proven beyond 
a doubt to be a young shad. It measured 
in 
length 3^ inches. The liltle shad or 


shiners as they are called, of about two 
inches in length, go down the river every 
fall in large schools to the ocean. But never 
before have the;' made their presence known 
in the Delaware in the spring.

As they enter the rivers only 
for the purpose of spawning the fisheries 
necessaiily prosecuted during the spawning 
season and often upon their favorite spawn- 
ing grounds. Under these conditions of a 
restricted spawning area and increased 
ting, shad would soon be exterminated with- 
out artificial propagation ; or the fisheries, 
at least, would greatly diminish and become 
unprofitable.

Shad are very prolific, but much less so 


than many other food fishes. The quantities 
of eggs taken by spawn-takers do not rep- 
resent the actual fecundity, for many are 
cast in advance of fertilizing. The avenge 
number is not more than 30,000. Single 
fish have been known to yield 60,000 80 000 
100,000 and 115,000 and on the Delaware 
river, in 1885, one yielded 156,000. Many 
of the eggs depo»ited upon the natural 
spawning grounds fail to be fertilized, and 
but a comparatively small percentage of'those 
impregnated are hatched. After being ex- 
truded the eggs sink to the bottom, where 
they remain until hatched, subjected to the 
attack of &sh and other water animals. 


The development of fungus is one of the 


greatest dangers to shad eggs iu a natural 
state, and another potent agency for their 
destruction is the mud biought down by 
heavy rains.burying and suffocating the eggs.

In every 
Atlantic State, from New Jersey to Florida 
inclusive, it is Ihe most valuable fish, and in 
New York it is second only to ths blue fish. 
Among all the economic fishes of the United 
States only the salmon and cod excel it in 
value, and considering ali branches of the 
fishing industry only the whale fishery and 
oyster fishery, besides the foregoing, are fi- 
nancially more important than the shad. 


In 1890 the shad catch of the Atlantic 


seaboard numbered 13,145,395 fish weighing 
60,847,967 pounds, arid worth to the fisher- 
men $1,656.580. 
The value of the shad 


catch of the Pacific States iu 1895 was $6600 
a sum representing 366,000 pounds. The in- 
crease for 1897 And 1898 will exceed the 
above statement for 1896 at least 25 per oeut. 


The systematic development and extension 


of shad culture were undertaken with the 
definite, purpose of testing the value of arti- 
ficial propagation in maintaining an import- 
ant fishery, which was being rapidly de- 
pleted. . As early as 1848 shad eggs were 
artificially taken and fertilized, and in 1867 
more extensive experiments were made on 
the Connecticut river and later on the Poto- 
mac with encouraging results. The attention 
of many States was thus attracted to the 
work, ind in 1872 it was taken up by the 
general government. 


The 1'nited States Fish Commission oper- 


ates stations at Bryan Point, 12 miles below 
Washington, on the Potomac, and at Battery 
Island, at the month of the Susquehanna 
while the steamer Fish Hawk was fitted up 
as a floating hatchery, and is engaged dur- 
ing the shad season on the Delaware river.

; A CUBAN EXPEDITION. 


How Gomez Received a Relief 


Party From United States. 


EXPEBI [HOE OP A CUBAN VETEEAN 


He Toll! "f tlio Quick Movo In Mow York 


When Word Won Received That Vlg;ht- 


IOK HaO Started — Marching to the In- 
•nrcent* Camp — Lying In Walt For 
Spanlih Cavalrymen —Cubftni' Plghtinft 
Metbodn. 


"I wifch tbnt I conlrl havo been in 


Cuba wln» tho patriotH received tbo 
news of tho outbreak qf hostilities bo- 
twoon tb(• United States and Spain," 
ersid a number of tho insurgent army 
who is rfovoring slowly iu tho United 
States fn.m tho wounds received in ton 
engagemi nts fought with Gomez in 
Cuba. "I left thoisJnnd," ho said, in 
speaking of his experience with tho 
grand g( ueral, as tho Cubans call their 
leader, "before my countrymen had 
heard tlio welcome tidiiigs, and so can 
only con< oivo of thoir joy by my own 
feelinga 


"For years tho Cubans havo looked 


to tho United States for as&istauco iu 
overcoming their enemies, and now that 
tho hope of years has been realized their 
enthusiasm must bo almost too groat £LJ. 
expression. I was connected with a mer- 
cantile IKIUBO in Now York wiien tho 
insurrection broke out iu Cuba, and I 
•well remember my feelings when upon 
picking xi p a morning paper I road that 
a fow insurgents had taken up arms 
against the Spaniards and hidden in tho 
marshes of Santiago and Matnnzas. 


"Tho Cubans who hvo in New York 


havo always kept in touch with one an- 
other, and upou tho receipt of tho news 
in onr «>lony hero tho sympathizers 
with tho < anso gathered at tho different 
offices of the Cuban merchants and dis- 
cussed tlio situation. Tho junta was 
soon formed, and wo began tho work of 
recruiting. I joined among tho first and 
started with a filibustering expedition, 
which consisted of many representative 
Cubans. 


"Wo reached tho shore of tho Ever 


Faithful Isle after an uneventful voy- 
age. Onr captain, who was an old hand 
at tho bnMuebS, kept off tho shore until 
nightfall 
Tlio fchip in which wo reach- 


ed tho island was scarcely more thau a 
tugboat nnd carried upon its deck ono 
small boat about tho size of a dory. 
It 


was capable of carrying only six men at 
a timo and made tho task of transfer- 
ring tho members of tho party from the 
ship to tho shoro oxtroiuely tedious 
As tho first boatload aproa.Rliccl tho 
rocky shallows, which on tho bhore off 
Matanzas project far out into tho deep 
water, OJHJ of tho members of tho party 
whistled a phra.so from 'The Depths of 
My Lady'* Eyes,' ns an old Spanish 
serenade now famous in tho Cuban army 
is called. Tho signal was recognized on 
shoro by guides who had been bout by 
Gomez to bring tho recruits to his ar- 
my. Tho guides camo clown to tho shoro 
and mot 1he members of the first boat's 
company as they came on shore. Tho 
meeting between tho guides and their 
fellow patriots was enthusiastic iu the 
extreme. Tho men embraced, and from 
the guides tho new arrivals gathered 
thoir first real information as to the sit- 
uation. 


"Tho officer who had boon sent by 


Gomez to take charge of tho recruits 
decided not to attempt to make tho pas- 
sage from tho shoro to tho insurgent 
camp that night, as a troop of Spanish 
cavalry v as encamped in tho vicinity, 
and ho feared that in tho darkness tho 
expedition might run into tho outposts. 
Accordingly we made ourselves as com- 
fortable in the rooky nature of tho coun- 
try permitted, and after stationing sen- 
tries about tho temporary camp at com- 
manding points the others of onr force 
lay down among tho rocks, taking care 
to select positions which rendered them 
as inconspicuous as possible. 


"The next morning at 4 o'clock tho 


order to assemble was passed along from 
man to num, and in absolute sileneo the 
lino Bet out through tho forest, which 
was almost a jungle at that place. The 
men inarched in single file, with rifles 
and revolvers cooked. Wo had tramped 
for about two hours when one leader 
gave a low hiss and waved to the column 
to halt Tho members of tho expedition, 
niany of whom had had experience in 
former insurrections, stopped instantly 
nnd without further orders sought places 
of concealment among the bowlders. 


"The jingling of accouteraeiits was 


soon heard us a troop of Spanish horse- 
men trotted by on a road which ran be- 
low and around the lono bluff upon 
which tho party of filibusters was hid- 
den. 
We waited until the soldiers had 


passed, without attempting to attack 
them, as we wore notrpropared to make 
a rapid retreat, hampered as wo were 
with prw isions and equipment By 10 
o'clock that night we reached the place 
where tho main body of the insurgent 
army was encamped. 


"Onr approach was heralded by 


scouts, who ran ahead and warned the 
sen tries not to fire upon us. According- 
ly, when we entered tho camp, we 
found fire i lighted at the corners of the 
camp ground to guide us to tho spot 
and all tlio patriots who were off duty 
fathered about in groups in anticipa- 
tion of our arrival. 
Tho grand general 


was in his tent, however, and did not 
make his appearance until informed of 
crar arrival through the proper channels. 


"I shall never forget tho dignity with 


which he stepped from his rado shelter 
and approached our men, who were 
drafira up in what you would call com- 
pany front in this country. 
General 


Blanco, Weyler or any of the other cap- 
tains general, despite their gilded ret- 
innes, could not have assumed a more 
commanding mien than this slight old 
man, who by the mere force of charac- 
ter, which shone from his eyes, impress- 
>} his beholders at once with the fact 
l-iat they were looking upon a man of 
tremendona energy and strong purpose, 
Gomez walked directly up to our leau- 
er, a young Cuban of the name of Boal, 
and, holding out his hand, said simply, 
'Yon are welcome.' A break in his 
voice, however, betrayed the depth of 
his emotions. We were assigned to quar-

tors in which to spend the lours until 
daylight. When we rose, we waie dis- 
tributed about among the different com- 
mands and became members of the 
army. 


"My first expedition against tho ene- 


my occurred tho second day after my 
arrival iu camp. Two hundred of us 
wero ordered to proceed to the planta- 
tion of a Spanish sympathizer of the 
name of Benota, who was known, to 
havo furnishi d information as to the 
whereabouts of tho patriot army. 
The 


plantation ia question was situated ten 
miles from onr camp, and wo covered 
tho distance in about two hours. The 
progress of tho insurgents when on an 
expedition is noce&sarily slow, as a 
strict lookout has to bo maintained for 
tho enemy. 


"When wo arrived within sight of 


tho plantation, wo foiuid that tho pro- 
prietor had received word of our ap- 
proach. A largo force of Spanish caval- 
ry was stationed about tho house in an- 
ticipation of our coming, while armed 
men could bo plainly seen in and about 
the quarters of tho negro farm hands. 
Wo mado no attompt to carry out our 
first intention of destroying the proper- 
ty of the informer, but postponed our 
proposed atta< k until a more favorable 
opportunity. 


"Wo had no intention of retiring 


without having inflicted some injury 
upon tho enemy, however. We there- 
fore mado a tletour, and, by keeping as 
much as possible to tho woods and cross- 
ing tho open spaces one at a time, suc- 
ceeded in getting between the plantation 
nnd the town, thus cutting off the re- 
treat of the Spanish soldiers. The caval- 
rymen remained on guard over the 
proporty of tbsir countryman, who pos- 
sessed considerable infhtcnco in Havana 
and Madrid, lor two days, and for that 
length of timo wo lay concealed along 
tho main highway awaiting their re- 
turn. Although in the course of the two 
days several of their scouts passed on 
each side of tho district in which we 
wero coucoal<'d, our presence was not 
discovered. 


"There was considerablo sivffering 


among our mi n during the weary wait- 
ing, owing to the scarcity of provisions. 
For two day? I lived on dried fruit, 
bread and topic! water. Finally, toward 
the close of the second day, our patience 
was rewarded by the report brought in 
by one of our watchers that the enemy 
was approaching. Each one of us ac- 
cordingly sought a place of concealment 
which commanded the road. The sys- 
tem under which the insurgents fight 
requires each man before ho goes into 
action to selet t three places of retreat, 
situated in a straight line directly back 
of one anothi r and separated by about 
100 feet, so that when the men retreat 
a relative formation will be maintained 
and thoro will be no confusion. As soon 
as tho head of tho Spanish force got to 
a point directly opposite wo let them 
havo a volley. Six men fell, and'tho re- 
maining troopci's wero thrown into great 
confusion. \\o fired a second round, 
which woundod and killed a few more. 


"Tho officers tried to rally thoir men, 


but despite their efforts the troopers dug 
their spurs into tho flanks of the mad- 
dened horses and rode off in the gather- 
ing darkness, leaving thoir wounded to 
their fate. We gathered up the wound- 
ed and made them as comfortable as 
possible, and then, taking all the valu- 
able equipment .and armament in thoir 
possession, m.tde a rapid retreat to tho 
main body. There we were received 
with enthusiasm by our companions, 
and our victory, combined with that 
scored by another column which had re- 
turned with ;i lot of horses and cattle 
captured from a neighboring Spanish 
farmer, was mado tho occasion of a 
great celebration. The men feasted on 
such delicacies as wero obtainable and 
spent the greater part of the night sing- 
ing and dancing."—Now York Sun.
